The sections of this Act
gg ggggding sections 602.8105 and 626D.3 take effect January 1,
32 EXPLANATION
33 This bill relates to the judicial branch including the
34 assessment and collection of fees and fines, filings and
35 records kept by the clerk of the district court, the
1 regulation and certification of shorthand reporters, making
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gppropriations to offset costs, and providing an effective
ate.

The bill removes the clerk of the district court from
collecting uncontested parking violation fines of a city or
county.

Thg bill provides that a violation of a city or county
ordinance may not exceed the maximum fine and term of
imprisonment for a simple misdemeanor under Code section
903.1. Current law specifies that a violation of a city or
county ordinance shall not exceed a $500 fine or carry a term
of imprisonment in excess of 30 days.

Under the bill, when a violation of a municipal infraction
occurs and a civil penalty is assessed, a copy of the citation
shall be served on the defendant, and the original citation
shall be sent to the clerk of the district court. Current law
provides that a copy of the citation be sent to the clerk of
the district court.

The bill permits the distribution of funds from the jury
and witness fee revolving fund created in Code section
602.1302 for costs related to Froviding information to and
supporting potential jurors called for service. Under current
law the distribution of funds to jurors is_ limited to juror
fees, mileage, and costs related to summoning potentia
jurors.

The bill authorizes the supreme court to appoint the
administrator for the board of examiners of shorthand
reporters. Current law designates the state court
administrator or a designee of the state court administrator
to act as administrator to the board.

The bill provides that the fees collected for shorthand
certification examinations shall be used to offset the
expenses of the board of examiners of shorthand reporters,
including the costs of administering the examination. Current
law provides that the state court administrator collect and
account for all the examination fees collected.

Under current law, the fees shall be based upon the annual
cost of administering the examinations and upon the
administrative costs of maintaining the board.

The bill provides that the clerk of the district court
shall keep a record book of certificates of deposit that have
not been issued in the name of the clerk but are being held by
the clerk on behalf of a conservatorship, trust, or an estate.
The bill also provides that the record book shall list the
relevant details of the transaction, including but not limited
to the name of the conservator, trustee, or executor, and
cross references to the court orders opening and closing the
conservatorship, trust, or estate. Current law provides the
clerk to provide a detailed accounting of all funds deposited
with the clerk pursuant to Code section 636.37.

The bill establishes a fee to be collected by the clerk of
the district court, effective January 1, 2009, in the amount
of $100 for the filing of a tribal ﬁudgment- The distribution
of court fees collected by the clerk of the district court is
controlled by Code section 602.8108.

The bill increases the filing and docketing fee, effective
January 1, 2009, from $8 to $25 for a complaint, information,
or uniform citation and complaint for parking violations under
Code sections 321.236 (violations of local ordinances),
321.239 (violations of county ordinances), 321.358 (unlawful

arking in certain places), 321.360 (parking near theaters or
otels), and 321.361 (additional parking regulations).

The bill also eliminates the assessment of court costs in
the amount of $8 if a person challenges a parking violation
under Code section 321.236.

The bill transfers the authority to set fees for
examination and admission to practice law in lowa from the
board of law examiners to the supreme court. The bill also
directs the fees collected for examination and admission be
used to offset the costs of administering the examination and
admission process to practice law. Current law requires the
examination and admission fees to be deposited into the
general fund of the state.
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
